They should be taught carty in life 
10 wash themselves, do their own 
hair, and tidy themselves up. 

Sufficient exercise is important to 
health. 

The use nf a thing has to do with 
lis well-being.

Walking, and working, and the 
free use of ihc limbs have almost as 
much lo do with strength as food, 
and are equally essential, to health 
and strength.

A Striking Comparison. 
Perhaps, however, wt may best 
hring it home to Canadian readers 
by saying' that in Canada wc have 
every year between' seventy-five and 
one hundred divorces. If divorce 
we're as prevalent alid easy to obtain 
in Canada as in the United Stales, 
and allowing [or the difference in 
population; we should have some- 
thing over eight thousand divorces 
a year instead of eighty. When the 
case is 'presented in such fashion 
Ihc realization comes home with al- 
most stunning force, "There is real 
need now to'emph;

The people 
01 Canada are of the same stock as 
ours r "they hold similar ideals and 
arc near neighbours/' Of course, it 
is pointed out, "Ihc Untied Slates 
has more cities aud a greater hctcro- 
geoeity of population lhan her 
northern neighbour, and both condi- 
tions tend to augment crime and 
divorce-" "Tht Journal'' thinks that

divorce the L'niied States has bred 
disrespect fur law and authority. We 
arc now reaping the liittcr fruits of 
such a policy." 

In England, the passage of the 
Iniesi divorce law, widely extending 
the statutory grounds for divorce, 
is being carried against the, earnest 
protests of the churches. Even in 1 
Canada wc hear many voices raised 
against what may he called our old- 
fashioned strictness nn«J difficulty of 
obtaining divorces, and the recent 
decision of the Privy Council, 
whereby it has been laid down that 
the courts of the Western Pro- 
vinces arc competent to grant 
divorces, lays open possibilities that 
in 11 "it be very carefully considered. 

The exact situation in Canada at 
tlie present moment is that divorces 
may he granted bv tbe courts in the 
Provinces of Prince Edward Island. 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Maniiobn, Saskatchewan. Alberta, 
and British Columbia, ^-hile in 'the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec 
and in Ihc North-west Territories 
divorces can only l.c obtained by 
means of an ace of ihc Dominion 
Parliament. 



SPEAKER'S CHAIR ' 

To-B* Presented to Canadian Par,

House. 
A DISTINGUISHED visitor to 
*» Canada is Air. Lowlhcr, the ex- 
Spcaher of the British House of 
Commons. He has come to dis- 
charge a very pleasant duty, namely, 
of delivering a gift from the Mother 
of Parliament* 10 the Canadian Par- 
liament at Ottawa.

UNEXPECTED WEALTH. 

*yHfcl potential weatth of Italy and 
* Trance has been unexpectedly 
increased as a result of the currents 
of the Suez Canal. It has been, dis- 
covered that the Mediterranean 
waters arc filled with pearls of the 
highest quality, some of extraordin- 
ary siae, as a resnlt of a strange 
Oyster malady which is being carried 
westward by the Suez currents. The 
colours of the pearls range from 
azure to pink, but according to the 
first specimens, .Ihey are more valu- 
able tban the average pearls fouu-l 
in Indian waters. The Italian Gov- 
ernment 15 sending a special mission 
oi experts to report on the exploit- 
ation possibilities, while the French 
arc reported to be already installing 
a pearl-fishing station off the Mor- 
rucan coast, as well as in coves off 
the .Riviera.
